2. AGENDA FOR MEETING FOLLOWED THAT REPORTED PARIS 

A-399, 5/30/73. UNDER SPOKANE AGENDA ITEM U. S. DELEGATE NELSON 
INTRODUCED J. WELLES HENDERSON AS COMMISSIONER 
GENERAL, NOTING HIS EXCEPTIONAL QUALIFICATIONS PARTICULARLY 
IN ENVIRONMENTAL MATTERS. COMMISSIONER HENDERSON TRANSMITTED 
GREETINGS OF PRESIDENT NIXON TO BIE MEMBERSHIP AND NOTED FULL 
SUPPORT AMERICAN GOVERNMENT FOR SUCCESS OF SPOKANE EXPOSITION. 
MADE DIGNIFIED AND NOTEWORTHY PRESENTATION OF SPOKANE EXPOSITION 
AND ITS DEVOTION TO ENVIRONMENTAL ISSUES, REVIEWED SPOKANE 
EXPOSITION 

COMMITMENT TO ENVIRONMENTAL THEME, CITED RELATIONSHIP OF 
SPOKANE EXPOSITION TO AMERICAN BI- CENTENNIAL AND UNDERLINED 
CLOSE ATTACHMENT OF U. S. TO BIE. HENDERSON GAVE SPECIAL RECO- 
GNITION TO AND HIS APPRECIATION OF THOSE COUNTRIES WHICH HAVE 
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ALREADY AGREED PARTICIPATE AT SPOKANE: CANADA, JAPAN, USSR AND 
TAIWAN, AND SAID NEGOTIATIONS WITH OTHER COUNTRIES STILL UNDERWAY.

DATES OF SPOKANE. OPENING DATE MOVED FROM MAY 1 TO MAY 4 AND 
CLOSING DATE FROM NOVEMBER 1 TO NOVEMBER 3. 

4. OWING TO ILLNESS OF BIE PRESIDENT HAMELS OF BELGIUM, 

CHAIR TAKEN AT LATTER’ S REQUEST BY MICHAL KA.I7.FR. CHAIRMAN 
CLASSIFICATION COMMITTEE AND DELEGATE FROM POLAND. KAJZER MADE 
EXCEPTIONALLY GRACIOUS AND SYMPATHETIC RESPONSE TO ADDRESS BY 
HENDERSON AND SLIDE PRESENTATION ON PROGRESS AT EXPOSITION SITE. 
KAJZER NOTED HIS PARTICULAR GRATIFICATION AT SCIENTIFIC

WERE NOT PRESENT AT GENERAL ASSEMBLY MEETING); ACTING PRESIDENT 
OF BIE; SECRETARY GENERAL OF BIE AND HIS DEPUTY; U. S. DELEGATEES; 

AND EWEN DINGWALL, SPOKANE WASHINGTON REP. LUNCHEON VERY 
SUCCESSFUL AND WAS OCCASION FOR INFORMAL INTRODUCTION 
COMMISSIONER GENERAL, VALUABLE DISCUSSION, AND FRIENDLY 
FORTHCOMING

6. SPAIN FORMALLY REQUESTED 1982 UNIVERSAL

MEMBERS WILL NOW HAVE PERIOD OF FOUR MONTHS IN WHICH TO STATE 
ANY OBJECTIONS TO 1982 DATE. 
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COMMITTEE WILL RESUME CONSIDERATION OF PROPOSALS IN EACH AREA. 
MEANWHILE, ALL DELEGATIONS ARE URGED TO SEND IN PROPOSALS ON
